The only answer given is 
that a licence from the En- 
vironment Protection 
Authority must be issued 
before the station can op 
erate. 

This is questionable, as, 
firstly, ‘part of the EPA 
Act has not been pro- 
claimed. Proclamation has 
already been postponed 
once. 

Secondly, although a 
Public Works Committee 
inquiry could be_ carred 
out before the major con- 
struction commences, the 
application for an EPA Ii- 
cence need_not be made 
until construction is com- 
pleted (if the EPA is oper 
active even then). It is 
doubtful, then, after $145 
million plus has been 
spent; a licence would be 
refused, and so environ- 
ment protection could go 
by the board. . 

It might be more ap- 
propriate if any” organisa- 
tion contemplating 
construction, renovation 
or alteration of plant or 
equipment were required 
to obtain a temporary pro- 
visional licence BEFORE 
any such work was carried 
out.
